An ADDRESS from the GENERAL COURT to the PEOPLE of the Com- 
" MONWEALTH of MASSACHUSETTS, | 


Tia period when grievances are 
complained of, in.divers counties 
of tne State; when.the fymptoms of dif- 
content are manifeit and alarming, and 
andividuais refort to arms, to fupport their 
difaffection, and oppofe the Courts of 
Jultice ; it becomes the duty of the Le- 
giflature, to inveitigate, and, as far as 
may he, to remove the grounds of com- 
plaint ; to undeceive thofe, who are mif- 
uided by. falfe reprefentation ; aad if 
E idet mone are ineffe&tual, to vindi- 
cate by vigorous and decifive meafures, 
the honour of government, and provide 
for the fecurity of the State. b 
The General Court have therefore em- 
ployed the greaier part of the prefent 
fefhon, hitherto, in examining the cauies 
of uneafinefs, and the objeétions made to 
the meafures of government ; and in pro- 
viding (as far as honour and jultice would 
allow) relief from the burthens, under 
which the citizens of the Commonwealth 
have laboured : And we now requet the 
attention of our conftituents, to the ftate 
of publick affairs ; and the reafons, why 
a compliance with the wifhes of fome of 
them, would be difhonourable to us, and 
injurious to themfelves. 

We have no doubt, that endeavours 
at ufed by evil and defigning men, to 
alienate the affe€tions of the people in 

eneral, from thofe who are concerned 
1u the adminiftration of government ; but 
conicious of the.rectitude of our inten- 
tions, we are convinced, that if the pub- 
ck mealures are examined with can- 
dour, che confidence you lately repofed 
in us, will not be Jeffened ; and that, how- 
¢ver great the publick burthens are,-at- 
tempts bave not been wanting og. no 
part, to alleviate them ;: No man, inahe 


‘community is exempt from thofe bur- 


thens; the members. of the Legiflature 
have their full thare ; and can it be thought 
they would defignediy impofe unnecetla~ 
ry burthens on themielves, or omit any 
thing that might tend to their relief from 
fuch burthens ? Their duty and their in- 
terett, would equally forbid it, for the 
relief of their conitituents would be their 
own. 
As we apprehend a great part of the

ut there is no ground for the foggettiop, 
that we owe little or nothing of the con- 
tinental debt ; for it is to be confidered 
Urat each of the other fates has demands 
alfo, and fome of them large demands 5 
and the method of fett!ement, therefore, 
mutt be, to examine the claims of the fe- 
veral-ftates, and the whole that are al- 
lowed, will form an aggregate fum, which 
will be 2 debt due from the United States 
to the féveral States in the Union ; that 
aggrevate fum muft then be apportioned 
on the feveral ftates, and if oug claims 
RMotnt to more than our proportion of 
that farm, vee fhall have credit for the bal-

‘Ne eiideavours have been wanting, OW 
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the part of this State, to effet a ftttle- 
ment of the-above«mentioned accounts. 
with the Continent ; a Commifboner from; 
Congrefs fome time fine. attended near- 
ly a yearin this ftate for the purpofe of 
duiling accounts 5 his attention mdeed 
was chiefly taken up in the fettlement of: 
private accounts ; fice that time, ano-~ 
ther Commifhonet has attended as long, 
for the fame purpofe: A committee of 
two perfons, on the part of the State, are 
ohiely employed in the bufimefs : Con- 
fideravle progreis has been made; but 
the accounts are almott beyond concep- 
tion numerous, intricate, and of difiieult 
adjutiment, owing in a great meafure to 
the ditiexent modes, in which the accoynts 
were kept, to the varjety, and fometimes 
the iuppoted defe& of vouchers ; and to

The parucular debt of this Common- 
wealth is almoft wholly due to its citi- 
zens; the payment therefore will not 
weaken the ttate by draining it of its pro- 

tty. Confiderable fums are expected 

rom the fale of lands in the eafterly part 
of the ftate, and every meafure that pru- 
dence will adanit, is taken for the fpeedy 
falc of thofe lands, 

Of the national or Continental debt, 
that part which is due to foreigners, muft 
be paid ia gold or filver ; if the Conti- 
mental impoit fhould ‘take place, which 
there is much reafon to expect, it would 
immediately difcharge us from the inter- 
eft, and in a few years from the princi- 
pai of this debt.

have. paid.in taxes, in hiring men, and 
purchating fupplies for thr army, within 
the latt exght years, are more than the 
whoie amount both of our fate debt, and 
our proportion of the Continental debt. 

If the publick had been abie to pre- 
vent the depreciation of the publick fe- 
curities, we think fri& juitice would 
have required it; bunt notwithitanding 
tie amok folemn promifes of future pay- 
ment, that depreciation has taken place ; 
perhaps therefore a crimiaal breach of 
taith is not yet imputable to.the publick 
counfeis : But if, when it is within our 
power, we refufe to redrem.the fecurities ; 
what excufe thall we have? Can we he 
willing, that the hiltory of the American 
revolution, fhall be blackened with the 
tale, that we refuled to redeem the fecu- 
tities we had given to cffe& it; and fhall 
our pofterity biuth to hear of the event, 
becaufe the perfidy of their anceftars ex- 
ceeded their glory ? 

Some have obferved, that the Conti- 
nental currency is not redeemed, uniefs 
at the rate of feventy -Bve for one ; and 

fe that the whole debt be reduced 
by law tothe prefent current value : But 
is there not a wide difference between the 
caies ? the firft emiilions of that currency 
were comparatively fmall; after it. had 
fuffered a depreciation beyond what has 
happeried to any of the publick fecurities, 
imunenie fums ‘were brought into circu- 
lation ; and the publick received a con- 
fideration for them, not more than at the 
rate of one for forty or fifty, and perhapa 
more 4 it was therefore thought unrea- 
fonadie to redeem them at the nominal 
value ; Befides, if the fecurities thould 
be reduced by law to five thillings eg 
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the pound, they would inftantly fall iw 
their current value, to one fhilling ; there 
would then be;the fame reafom for re- 
ducing them to that fum, and from

ney to this end, than (if better employ- 
ed) might have purchaied their whole

Policy, therefore, as well as jultice, 
demand, that we do all in our power to 
fatisfy our creditors. In private life, the 
man who avails himfelf of artefice and 
fraud, will foon find his charaéter biak- 
ed, aad himielf the obje& of contempt ?- 
while he, who incompaffed with difhicul? 
ties, maintains an honclt courfe, may 
hope for the friendthip of man, and the 
favour of Heaven. The fame will be 
the cafe in tates and communities, fo 
long as righteoufnefs exaltet a mation,
